DETAILED ACTION 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: claims 1 , 44, 47, 48, 49, 54, 56, metals or metal ions, 
hydrogen peroxide activators, synergists and promoters, stabilizers and modifiers, pH 
regulators, organic and/or inorganic additives. 

Claim 15 organic or inorganic additions selected from peracetic acid, phenol, 
gelatin, glycerin, sodium azide, polymoxin B, sodium bicarbonate, pectin, salicylic acid. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election.
